Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment adds a new limitation to the claims which requires tha the total ionic salt concentration of the 
hybridization IS less than 0.7M introduces a further limitiation on the salt concentration in the hybridization solution than was previously 
present or required in the claims. Previously pending claim 29 was broader in nature using claim language that would have 
encompassed total salt concentrations above 0.7M due to the use of both "comprising" and "about" language. The instant amendments 
thus would require further search and consideration and therefore will not be entered after final.
